Under a loiifif-slwiidiii;:; arrangement with 
the Unilecf Slates' G.ivRriuneiit, which still 
pxisls, mail oiattor ilusiineii for this place was 
tob left at Port Town.<ieriil. The Poftmasler 
there wiis in«iructed to deliver, it to oar 
mail carrier. Up to .the' Spring of 1858, 
nearly all the' liiiiii' dotier received came 
that ivay, Subsequeiitly the Pacific tnnil 
steunietK hroujiht over the mnil without 
a^ny cost tQ tliq Colony. Occasional mails 
w»ie al«i> hroughl free of charge by steamers 
in thH fails helwpen ihi^ port and Pu^et 
.'^iiice thp mails liavi> lieeii sent 
(ivt'ilaiul frnrn Sacranieiitn via Curl hind aiiil 
()vm|)ia; we liiive ba't, [•liiilly iiiclH!>lt'.l to 
iht' sleamer Ehzii .Aiiilcnsori fur llicir due 
Iratismi.'isiun. She liiis lu'ver ri'crived any 
mail .siibsiilv from our j^nverri rni'Mt, and 
are iherefure |>l,ict'd iiiuIit considerable 
(!bli;;atiiins to lier owners. They, however, 
like till other businesa men, di^lilce working 
for nothing; and from time to time have 
urued upon our government the necessity of 
making an appropriation for the service.
